Tattersall's  is  meeting  this  need  with  a 
professionally  manned  gym  that  is  open  6am-9pm  Monday  to  Friday, 
6am-6pm  Saturday  and  12noon-6pm  on  Sundays.  We  only  close 
over  Easter  and  the  Christmas/New  Year  period  for  maintenance. 

We  are  considering  putting  images  of  all  of  these  exceptional 
services  and  facilities  that  the  Club  offers  on-line  with  a  Tattersall's 


web  site  which  would  be  available  to  a  brOad  range  of  potential  new 
Members.  Current  Members  would  be  able  to  take  immediate 
advantage  of  being  electronically  linked  to  club  services  no  matter 
where  they  are  in  the  world. 

These  changes  all  represent  a  major  step  for  Tattersall’s.  They 
position  the  Club  as  a  leader  with  facilities  for  the  future  and  will 
extend  the  Club's  culture  throughout  the  community.
